The purpose of this supplemental report is to provide active/additional information regarding my observations and 
actions regarding the above listed incident. 


While assigned as Industry Unit 141, | responded to MI Avenue in East Valinda regarding a deputy involved іп 
a fight assistance request. Shortly after I heard a request via radio for paramedics for a deputy. 


l arrived at the indicated location and saw Deputy Merrick (unit 142) on the east sidewalk of И venue. Deputy 
Merrick appeared in distress and agony. Deputy Merrick complained of pain to his legs and was being held on the ground in 
a nearly seated position by Deputy Escalante (unit 147B). | saw Deputy Merrick's legs were extended but one of his feet 
appeared to point in a sideways direction and appeared deformed. | saw several unknown deputies detaining a person 
(herein referred to as S/Perez) on the sidewalk approximately ten feet south of Deputy Merrick. | focused on containing and 
securing the scene. | directed fire personnel on scene to render aid to Deputy Merrick and S/Perez. 


Fire engine 118 under the command of Captain Vasquez arrived on scene and medically evaluated and treated Deputy 
Merrick and S/Perez. 


Iwas directed by Sergeant unit 1405) to escort S/Perez to Queen of the Valley Hospital for further medical 
treatment along with Deputy Malone (unit 141T1) . C.A.R.E. ambulance unit 4419 transported S/Perez while rendering aid. 


S/Perez was admitted at Queen of the Valley Hospital under patient т B treated by Dr. Gentile. S/Perez 
was uncooperative with staff personnel and hindered their ability to aid him as he continuously yelled obscenities at them, 
spat and would not stay still for treatment. | was advised S/Perez had approximately five one inch lacerations on the top of 
his head, approximately four one inch lacerations to the right side of his forehead and approximately three small lacerations 
to his right ear. | saw approximately four visible one inch lacerations to the right side of his forehead and blood throughout 
his head area. | was advised S/Perez required stitches and staples for his injuries but was in stable condition. 


At approximately 0530 hours, | was relieved by unit 147 (Deputies Bray and Deputy Rodriguez) who took custody of S/Perez.
